1 egg, well beaten. 

1% cups oatmeal. 

% cup milk.

ment and an act of Parliament would 
have to be passed to determine how 
the income would be administered.

In the event of the King’s death 
and the Prince of Wales succeeding 
to the throne unmarried the Duke 
of York would become the next heir 
to the throne.

| President Beatty Of the C.P.R. Tells 
| People Of U.S. That Cancellation 
Would Bring Back Prosperity 


| “It is not for me or any other citi- 
| zen of the British Empire to discuss 
| either publicly or privately the pro- 
| priety or otherwise of war debt can- 
| cellations,” BE. W. Beatty, K.C., presi- 
| dent of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
|Company, said in a speech at Pine- 
hurst, N.C. “But it is not surprising 
that men of great vision in the Unit- 
|ed States have reached the conclusion 
|that if they were removed, industry 
| would be stimulated, trade would ex- 
|pand and prosperity would return.” 

| The railway president was address- 
jing a banquet of the eighth annual 
|convention of the American Institute 
‘of Steel Construction. He surveyed 
|the amity existing between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, outlined the 
importance of railroading to the two 
|countries and spoke of business de- 
pression and the reason for that sit- 
uation in Canada, The interruption

Alberta Gas Contains 
Very Little Helium 


Report States Extraction Is Not 
Considered Economically 
Feasible 


Alberta gas contains an element of 
helium but evidently not of such 
quantity as would make its extrac- 
tion economically feasible it has been 
stated at the Interior Department. 

About 1917, during the war, some 
interesting experiments were con- 
ducted at Calgary by Prof. J. C. Mc- 
Lennan, of Toronto University. {t 
was found that whereas, in the Texas 
gas, there is a content of 3 per cent. 
helium, the Alberta content did not 
exceed a third of that figure. No com- 
mercial helium was extracted at all. 

The problem was one of economic 
feasibility, and as stated this was 
Soon afterwards 
the war closed and the experiments 
ceased though the results were 
made available to the research 
council, and to some extent the possi- 
ble developments are still being ex- 
plored.

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THE DESTRUCTIVE RAT 


Public health authorities estimate 
that the actual loss caused by rats 
amounts to $400,000,000 a year,, of 
which about one-half is in foodstuffs 
and the rest in the destruction of othe: 
property. 

The number of rats engaged in 
these depredations is estimated at 
120,000,000, or about equal to the 
csuntry’s human population. 

Besides the destructivesness of thc 
rat is its constant menace to health 
through the transmission of disease 
especially bubonic plague, which is 
spread entirely by fleas which infest 
infected rats. | While the disease has 
been held in check in countries em- 
ploying preventive measures, bu- 
bonic plague killed more than 11,- 
000,000, people in India during a 20- 
year period, 

The Public Health Service declares 
that if the extradorinary _ prolific 
breeding or rats were not. partially 
controlled by natural enemies,  dis- 
ease and the cannibalistic tendencies 
of the animal itself, they would soon 
overrun the world and exterminate 
man by depriving him of his sources 
of food.

the basis of future commercial treat- 
jes between themselves. 

On the constitutional side, 
Dominions are very pleased. The 
appointment of native born gov- 
ernors-general by direct advice 
from the Dominion premiers and 
without the advice of the minister of 
the mother country, is conceded, but 
the King will decide the “suitability” 
of the man named, 

However, this condition is so 
elastic that it is easy to foresee 
that if the King decides that the 
previous political affiliations of one 
of those recommended makes him 
not suitable, another name must be 
submitted.

Each of the rail- 
ways will subscribe $250,000 of the 
capital involved, which amounts to a 
total of $200,000 shares of no par 
value. Their contribution at the 
‘present time is small.

In the 93-page pamphlet, the one- 
time World War military giant ex- 
presses the belief that the war, be-| 
ginning May 1, 1932, will find Ger-| 
many, Austria, Hungary, Great Bri- 
tain and Soviet Russia opposed to| 
France, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, and | 
Rumania. 

He visualizes Germany as the bat- 


| tleground of the nations, with her 
| cities razed by air attacks, her civi- | 


lian population left to their fate and

Attempted Assassination 


President Cosgrave Of Irish Free 
State Has Narrow Escape 

Dublin, Ireland.—An apparent at- 
tempt against the life of William 
T. Cosgrave, president of the Irish 
Free State, was made on Monday 
night, November 10, it was learned 
here, 

The would-be assassins, 


who had 


prepared an ambush on the highway | 
leading to Cosgrave’s home, opened | 


fire on the motor car carrying the 
president, and an accompanying 
car, Bullets struck both machines 
but none of the occupants were in- 
jured. 

President Cosgrave was returning 
to his home in the Fort Dublin 
mountains at the time of the shoot- 
ing and was without his usual 
armed escort. Neither driver was 
armed and hence no immediate 
search was made for the gunmen, who 
fired from behind bushes. One bullet 
was said to have entered the car very 
close to where the president was sit-
